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The conference was opened by Coloaol Alloopp oho introduced the question 
at head concerning (1) th* detailed organisation of liaison between Security 
Division and Assistant Chief of Staff , 0-2 and (2) determination of the proper 
channels for dissemination of information. Reference was mado to provioua 
arrangement e between Captain Raskin and Major Spltsor, it being desired to 
arrange liaison between Security Division and Assistant Chief ef Staff, 0-2, 
on a were definite basis than heretofore. 

Colonel Collins discussed the background ef previous arrangements for 
liaison and dissemination of inforaatiea pointing out the sawings which 
could reasonably bo expected to result from an arrangement for direst coat act 
between Sdourity Division and theater SIS officer* in eases (1) where Ultra 
information was Involved and (2) where only routine revision of oodes and 
ciphers was involved. 

Colonel Alloopp stated the Security Division plan is to employ Captain 
Maae as liaison of floor with Assistant Chief of Staff, G-2 to coordinate 
information pertaining to both *A" and "C" tranches and to assure that 
necessary information was disseminated to both branches. It is desired that 
a direct liaison channel be authorised between Captain Maaa and Major Spltsor, 
Captain Mane to introduce "A* or "C" Sraaeh representative e into ouch die- 
sues lone ns nseoasnry. 

It, Celonsl Goodrich then discussed the dissemination of Ultra information 
emphasising the neeeeeity for its dissemination la the first instance through 
normal 0*2 channels. 

further discussion was had which resulted la the following coaeluoiono 
as stated by Lt. Colonel Goodrich i 

“The situation in connection with handling information regarding ooa- 
promises of our own and Allied cryptographic system* is not boing handled 
systematically at the present time nor 1* the information wo have regarding 
Japanese traffic analysis deduetioas. To provide for efficient h a n dling w* 
should recommend i 
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(1} Uajor Spltser should Ini authoriosd to <«t«n« frt«lf with 
Captain Naas who will net u contact mm for tfe* Security Division* In 
th« mnt that Major Spits or finds anything oa olthor the cryptographic 
or the traffic analysis ildti, ho should bring this to tho attention of 
Captain Meat* Tho aattor will thoa ho studied by tf-2 and Security 
01 vision t 

(2) If tho ittfornatioa concerns cryptographic security fro* Ultra 
sources, thoa it will ho passed to special security officers by 0*2 
initially* with Instructions to pass the iofonaatioa through so real 
channel# to the theater 818 officer cad that further action is to ho 
taken directly between 68A and the pertinent theater 8X8 officer* 

The natter will then he turned over to Security Division for any 
necessary action, with 0*2 being kept lafoneedj
